rity to be one of the Cardinal Virtues, and a guard- 
ed Freedom, eſſential to our unlapſed and recovered 
Natures. I had the Honour of an intimate Acquain- 
tance with him for the laſt zhirty Years of his Life, I 
have ſudied him in all the various Scenes he paſſed 
through; in Poſts of great Honour, in the Troubles 
of prrvate Life, in Health and in Sickneſs, in Buſineſs 
and Retirement; and with great Truth ] can affirm, 
that in all theſe ſeveral Scenes, I never knew his Su- 
perior in /o/id / irtue and juſt Thinking. | 


His Courage was andaunted, and his Patience im- 
moveable; his Piety unfeigned, and his Truth exact 

to the greateſt Preciſion. Having been bred in the 
School of Aftittion, his Compaſſion was never denied 
to thoſe who were in Diſtreß, even by their ow. 
Indiſcretion. He ſpent the laſt twelve Years of his 
Life in conſtant Meditation, Contemplation, and Pray- 
er. It was truly @ Life hid with Chriſt in God. He 
paſſed through ſeveral States of Purification and ſe- 
vere Trial, unknown to common and unexperienced 


Chriſtians. 


His Father (a few Hours before his Life muſt

ment) was, for his Love to his Religion and Coun- 
ry, moſt barbarouſſy put to Death by the Severity of

Comine into England with the Prince of O- 
range, he narrowly 3 periſhing at Sea; on 
which account, all his Life after, he kept a rigorous 
Faſt once every Week, ſpending the whole Day in 
Meditation, Prayer and Praiſes to his Delrwerer. Du- 
ring all the Times of his great and arduous Employ- 

ments, he never failed Morning and Night to' retire a 
conſiderable time to his Cloſer, and proſtrate himſelf 
before his Maker.
